LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES, PASSED AT THE FIRST 
SESSION OF THE NINETEENTH CONGRESS. 

[Public — N o 45] 

AN ACT supplementary to “An act for the grad- 
ual increase of the Navy of the United S ales. 
He it ciiarteil by the senate and House, of Repre- 
sentatives oft tie United States of Jinn rica in Congress 
assembled, That the President of the U niled Slates 
is hereby authorized to cause t'-e building of one 
of the ships authorized by the act for the gradual 
increase of the Navy of the United States, to be 
suspended, and the timber for the same to be laid 
up and secured. And he is hereby further author- 
ized, if, in his opinion, the same can be done on 
advantageous terms to the United Slates, localise 
to be purchased for the United Slates, a ship of not 
less than the smallest class authorized to he built by 
the said act; and for carrying such purchase into 
effect, the amount for which the purchase may be 
made, may be paid out of the appropriation here- 
tofore made for the gradual increase of the Navy 
of the United Staler.

AN ACT making further appropriation for ten 
sloops of waY, and re-appropriating certain bal- 
ances carried to l he Surplus Fund. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House ff Represen- 
tatives of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled, Tl.at the following sums be, and they 
are hereby, appropriated, out of any money in the 
Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for the ob- 
jects following, that is to say: 

For building ten sloops of war, as authorized by 
the act of third March, eighteen hundred and 
twenly-fiye, three hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars. 

Forpay of labourers & teams, employed in loading 
Si unloading vessels, piling, docking, and removing 
timbeis & stores, injthe service of the Navy, oetng 
the balance of the appropriation of the act of third 
March, eighteen hundred and twenty-three, as 
carried to the surplus fund, seventeen thousand six 
hundred and ninety three dollars and lorty-five 
cents. 

For the inclined plane at the Navy Yard in 
Washington, being the balance of the appropria- 
tion, by the act of the third March, eighteen 
hundred and twenty-three, carried to the surplus 
fund, ten thuusaud and seventeen dollars and forty 
one cents. 

For ship houses, being the balance of an appro- 
priation, by tbc act of third March, cignteen 
hundred and twenty-three, carried to the surplus 
fund, forty-four thousand two hundred and ninety- 
six dollars and forty- two cents. 

For contingent expenses of the naval service, 
prior to the year eighteen hundred and twenty four 
two thousand lour hundred and fifty eight dollars 
and thirty . me cents; fifty dollars whereof, being 
the balance of appropriation, by the act ofthe third 
of March, eighteen hundred and twenty-three, and 
carried to the surplus fund. 

For pay to the superintendents, naval construc- 
tors, storeheepers, inspectors of timber, clerks of 
the yards, and artificers in the naval service, being 
tne balance of appropriation, by the act of the 
third March, eighteen hundred and twenty-three, 
earned to Lhc surplus fund, twenty nine thousand 
eight hundred and seventy- live dollars and eighteen 
cents. 

For the suppression of piracy, being the balance 
of appropriation, by Ibe act of the twentieth Lie 
cember, eighteen hundred and twenty two, car 
ried to the surplus fund, three thousand seven bun- 
dled and twenty-two dollars and twenty-seven 
c enu. 

For rewarding captors of Algerine vessels, as au- 
thorized by law, being the iialatTffe of a former ap- 
propriation , carried to the surplus fund, fourteen 
thousand seven hundred and thirty-one dollars and 
twenty eight cents.

AN ACT for the subscription of stock iu the Dismal 
Swamp Canal Company. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre 
Mutntives of he Cn.ted Stales if Amenica nl Congress 
assembled. That the Secretary ofthe Treasury ue, 
and lie i* hereby, authorized and directed lo sul 
acrid 0 , in the name and for the use of the United 
States, for six hundred shares of the capital stock 
of the Dismal Sw amp canal, and to pay for the 
same, at such times, and in such proportions, as 
may ue requited by the existing rules and regula- 
tions of the said Company. 

Sec 2. And be d further enacted, by the authori- 
ty aforesaid, That ibe Secretary of the Treasury 
shall vote fur the President and Director of said 
Company, according to said number of shares, and 
shall receive, upon said stuck, t lie proportion of 
tolls and emoluments which shall, from time to 
time, become due to the United States, on the 
shares of stock aforesaid. 

See. 3. And be it further enacted. That this act 
shall not go into client unlit the United States’ 
Board of Engineers shall examine said canal, and 
make a report, in writing, to the Secretary ut War 
U^at, in Lheir opinion, the plan on which the canal 



is to he executed, will answer, as far as circum- 
stances shall permit, as a part of the chain ofcanals 
contemplated along the Atlantic Coast, and that, 
in their opinion, the sum hereby authorized to be 
'subscribed for, will be sufficient to finish the canal 
according to said plan. And be it further provided. 
That, to carry this act into effect, the sum ol one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars is hereby appro- 
priated, to be paid out of any money in the I reas 
ury not otherwise appropriated. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted. That the mon- 
ey subscribed on hehalfot the United States shall 
he actually expended in Ihe completion of the ca- 
nal, and not in the payment of any debt or deb's 
now owing by Ihe company; and it shall be the duty 
of the Secretary ofthe Treasury, before the pay- 
ment of any part of the money subscribed on be- 
half of the United States, to adopt such measures 
as st all ensure the application of the same to the 
completion of Ihe said canal, according to the plan 
proposed, and to no other purpose whatsoever.

AN ACT regulating the accountability for cloth 
ing and equipage issued to the army ol lhe U- 
nited Slates, and for the better otganization 
of the Quartermaster’s Department. 
be it enacted by the Senate anil House of Repre 
sentritives ofthe United States of America in Con 
gress assembled. That it shall he the duty ofthe 
Quartermaster’s Department, in addition lo its 
present duties, to receive from the Purchasing 
Department, and distribute to the arm) of the 
United Stales, all clothing and camp and garrison 
equippage required for the use of the troops; 
and that it shall be the duty of the Quartermas 
ter General, under the direction of the Secreta- 
ry of War, to prescribe and enforce, under the 
provisions of this act, a system of accountability 
for all clothing and epuipage issued to the ar- 
my. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That every 
Captain or commander of a company, detach- 
ment, or recruiting station, or other officer, who 
shall have received clothing or camp equipage 
'for the use of his command, or for issue to the 
troops, shall render to the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, at the expiration of each regular quarter of 
the year quarterly returns of such supplies, ac 
cording to the forms which may be prescribed, 
accompanied by the requisite vouchers for any 
issue that shall have been made; which returns 
and vouchers, after due examination by the Quar- 
termaster Ge. eral, shall lie taansrnitted for set- 
tlement to the proper office of the Treasury De- 
partment. 

Sec. 3 And be it further enacted, 'That it shall 
he the duty ol all officers charged with the issue 
of clothing, or other supplies, carefully to pre- 
serve the same from waste or damage; and, in 
case of deficiency, on dual settlement of any ar- 
ticle of supplies, the value thereof shall be char- 
iged against the delinquent, anil deducted from 
ids monthly pay, unless he shall show to the sat- 
isfaction of the Secretary ot War, by one or 
more depositions, setting forth the circumstances 
ofthe case, that the said dehciency was occa- 
sioned by unavoidable accident, or was lost 
m actual Service, without any fault on his part; 
and in case of damage he. shall also be subject to 
charge for the damage actually sustained, unless 
be shall show, in like manner, to the satisfaction 
ofthe Secretary of War, that due care and atten- 
tion were given to the preservation of said sup- 
plies, and that the damage did not result from 
neglect . 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted , That the 
better Ho enable the Qiarteruiasier’s Depart- 
ment to carry into effect the provisions ol this 
act there be appointed two additional Quarter 
masters, and ten Assistant Quartermasters, to be 
taken from the line of the army, who shall have 
'the same rank and compensation as are prov ided 
| lor like grades by the act entitled, "An act to 
reduce and tix the military peace establishment 
ofthe United Stales,” approved the second day 
ofMarch, one thousand eight hundred and tnen 
ty, one; Provided, That assistant Quartermas- 
ters be entitled also, to receive the allowance of 
forage heretofore authorized, by law, to regi- 
mental and battalion Quartermasters.

into tiie dining room, where he found Col. Sharp 
dying Many persons soon came in, and about 
day it was proposed to examine the house ana 
garden to see if they could find any weapon or 
oilier trace ol tbe murderer; but it was thought 
best to wait until it was light A little after day, 



ha brother John brought to him a handkerchief 
which lie said he had found outside (he door 
where (lie murderer entered. Il was a dirt/ 

1 rossbarred colton handkerchief much w orn, and 
had a piece cut off at one corner. H» thought 
it was a negro's handkerchief, threw it down up- 
on the floor and told his brother lo pul it where 
lie found it. His brother threw it where it was 
afterwards found by Col. Taylor. He did not 
see the • tils or the blood upon it. until after it 
was found by Col. Tay lor about sunrise, '(’here 
w ere two boles rut iu it corresponding with thorp 
rut in Col. Sharp’s nightclothes, and ihere wag 
blood upon it which see.med to be left by draw ii g 
tbe knife through to wipe it. Alter it was light, 
Mr. Bibb and Mr. flame went around the house 
to search and the rest of the company went into 
the garden . 

John Scott «aid. he found the handkerchief 
near the lower step ofthe door by a peach I ush; 
that he picked it up and saw one corner was cut 
nff; that lie carried it It* his brother Harrison, 
who said il was some negro's handkerchief, gate 
il hack to him and told him to pul it where he 
found il ; that he did so; and Ilia! while this was 
doing Bilih and llarvie had gone round the house 
to search. 

.Miss Arabella Scott said, that early in the mor- 
ning when il was scarcely light, she went out at 
the door and saw this handkerchief on tire cor- 
ner of the lower step; that she picked ii up, ob- 
served that it was a blue striped cotton handker- 
chief and threw it down again; that her brother, 
John, afterwards picked it up and carried it to 
Harrison, who said that it was some negro’s 
handkerchief, threw it down and told John to 
put it where lie found it; that he did so. and that 
while he was gone in with it. Mr. Bibb and Mr. 
flame were going round the house. After Col. 
Taylor found d, she knew it was the same hand- 
kerchief. She saw no cuts except on the corner, 
&c. 

J. C. Wilkins said, that on the night of ihe 
murder he staid about 7 miles from Frankfort 
with Col Miller and Mr. Wood. He stalled 
early and had slopped at the Turnpike gate 
where Miller and VV oml came up. The prisoner 
was vet 5(J or 60 yards from them when Miller 
said, there comes Jerry Beauchamp. Witness 
said, is it possible! Miller said, it was he, and 
ns B. came up. Miller said to him, wliat are you 
doing here? B. said he had come on business. 
Miller asked him when lie left home? Here- 
plied on Tuesday morning. Witness and his 
company had left home on Wenesday. Miller 
asked him when he should move away? He said 
in a few days. Miller said, he should probably 
move to Missouri himself; but intended first lo 
go and see the country . B. said, il he came with- 
in 50 miles of him he must come and see him. 
Witness knew of no difference between Beauch* 
amp and Miller The former promised to see 
the latter’s family anil write him. B. said noth- 
ing of Col .

As he vent past he had some conver- 
sation with B. and spoke of his being away to 
keep out of the way of the precept. B.

porlsace. Witness asked il he had done his bu- 
siness? -Ue said “yes 1 have done it to my satis- 
faction.” Witness was at B’s. when ihe guard 
carne to take hifn to Frankfort, and saw one of 
Ibe men take tbe Handkerchief out of a newspa- 
per. Il was a cotton handkerchief crossbarred 
u ith blue stripes w ith one corner cut or worn oil, 
and he saw ihe men trying B's dirk through the 
holes iu it. Last fall a handkerchief similar lo 
that, came to his house twice from Beauchamp's 
bv a yellow boy, onceaiound a tin pan fur some 
butter and once around a bottle tor some whis- 
key. He could not si.y it was the same. Beau- 
champ had a large dirk which appeared to be 
made out of an old sword blade ami was an mcfi 
or more wide, not sharp on either side.

Witness enquired what 
was the rate of exchange, what the two courts 
were about, and whether there was tiny news, 
lie sai l not much, and after a pause observed 
that Col. Sharp was dead. Witness asked wheth- 
er he died with a fever. He said no, Imt that he 
was murdered. Witness asked for particulars;

ha to! ; him all he knew, iic. Witness asked it 
any person was suspected? B. said he did not 
know. As they talked B was adjusting his clothes 
and had taken out his dirk which was lying in a 
chair, lie told witness that he did not wish him 
to say any thing about it until the arrival of the 
mail, on account of the delicate situation in 
Which he stood relative to Col. Slurp. As B. 
raised up his head, witness thought there was a 
gloom on his countenance; hut it vanished when 
he caught his eye. This was on Thursday mor- 
ning.

Others thought it was the murderer's 
track. Witness requested .Mr Leonard, a shoe in a 
ker, to examine it closely; he got down upon his 
knees and did so. He said it was a country made 
shoe npoo a straight last. When the track bad 
come halfway op, it turned towards the pump and 
hesnpposed it was made by a peison moving to- 
wards the kitchen After lie had returned to the 
Bank, Gen booth came and told him the kandher- 
cliiet of t he murderer had been found, aud mention- 
ed the place.

j Dressing ffnts by Machinery. — A patent has hern, 
igranted tu Edward Ollernshaw, of Manchester, liat 
Imanufactuier, for a method of dressing and linisli. 
ingbats, by moans of machinery. To effect this, 
the hat is fixed upon a block in the usual mam or; 
the centre uftiie block is furnished with a screw 
by which it may be attached to a lathe; it is then 
made to revolve with a slow and continuous motion 
making about twenty turns in a minute; the work- 
man holds iii his left hand, a small cushion covered 
with plush, which he applies lo the hat on the fur 
side, whilst the hot iron passes it in succession over 
every part ofthe crimp. When this is furnished, 
t lie hal is fixed upon a horizontal lathe, where the 
tip or flat of the hat is dressed o the way as before 
described; it is then removed to a thiid spindle, 
running horizontally, and furnished with a suitable 
support to the brim, the top surface of which is then 
finished.

Extract of Mr Rowan’s speech in the Senate of 
the United Shales, on the judiciary bill. 

Mr President, by the Constitution of the United 
States, it IS declared, that "the judicial power of 
the U. States shall he vested in one S ipt-eme court 
and such inferior courts as the Congress may, 
from time lo time, ordain and estahlnm.’' Pursu- 
ant to the direction ot this clause, the Congress 
created, by the judiciary act, in 1789, the supreme 
courtofthe United States. — oy the creation of 
Circuit Courts, with the direction, that the judges 
of these courts should constitute the supreme court. 
By the bill oh the table, six additional circuit 
courts, an 1 three additional judges, are about to 
he created. This hill should lie enacted with 
great caution; for the bill, if it shall pass, will 
scarcely have gone through the forms necessary to 
give if the validity of an act, before it will be as 
serted, thal tne very courts and judges, which it 
creates, were created by the constitution. The 
constitution now exists; the six courts, and three 
judges intended to he created by that bill, do not 
now exist. They will have been created by this 
bill, and will exist if it shall pass. Aud yet, i' w ill 
no sooner have passed iuto a law, than it will be 
asserted that these six courts, and three judges, 
which will have been created by the act, were 
created by the constitution. The whole corps 
will assert it. The Batik of the United States 
will back the assertion with all its influence — with 
its convincing metalic intelligenc e — and it will be 
in vatn to urge that the power of Congress tocre- 
ate aud destroy this court, was settled, by tliede-
